NECRO SOLDIER 
UNDER. ARREST 


ENDS AIS LIFE 


Officers Believe That He Was 
Involved in the Browns- 
ville Riot 


PRESENTS FORGED ORDER 
FOR PAY AS A SOLDIER 


Department of Gulf Officer Causes 
Arrest of John Williams, and 
His Suicide Follows Fail. 
ure to Secure the 
Money. 


Choosing to answer for his sins before 
the judgment bar of God in preference 
to arrest and trial by a court of justice, 
a negro who gave his name as John 
Willtams ended his own life early yester- 
day afternoon, after being caught red- 
handed in an attempt to defraud the 
United States government through the 
paymaster of the department of the gulf, 
in the Candler building, by forging a 
soldier’s final statement or bill for ser- 
vices. 

The negro, who was sitting handcuffed 
fn the paymaster’s office while Major 
Dawes was explaining the charge to the 
arresting officer, suddenly took a bottlk 
of carbolic acid from his coat*pocket and 
succeeded in swallowing a goodly por- 
tion of the deadly poison before the offi- 
cer ang clerks could get to him. The 
acid got into his eyes and ‘badly burned 
his face, and he was carried to thé Grady 
hospital in an unconscious and almost 
dying condition. 

Antidotes were brought hurriedly, and 
every effort made to rusubcitate the un- 
conscious negro, but he did not regain 
consciousness. His death occurred with- 
in thirty minutes. 

Plan of Williams. 

Williams’ plan was-to draw the pay of 
@ discharged soldier, and in order to do 
so he presented a forged order to Chief 
Clerk Eckels yesterday about 2:30, 
o'clock, Mr. Bckelse knew that the state- 
ment, which purported to be signed by 
Ldeutenant Alfred Branch, of Company 
A, 26th infantry, Fort Reno, Okla., was 
forged, as it called for the pay of a sol- 
diér discharged from that command on 
May 23, and the chief paymaster had is- 
sued instructions that no member of that 
regiment was discharged in May. 

However, Mr. BEckels coolly mdde out a 
receipt for the negro, so that Major 
Dewes would have time to call a police- 
man. Before the receipt was drawn up, 
the officer arrived and handcuffed Wil- 
liams, and it was while Major Dawes 
was explaining the situation to the offi- 
cer that the negro, preferring death to 
arrest, attempted suicide. 

‘Mr. Exckels was seated behind him and 
notioed that with his manacled fiands he 
was trying to get something out of his 
pocket. Then he saw him raise the bot- 
tle to his lips, and realizing the meaning 
of this, snatched it from him—too late, 
however, to prevent him from carrying 
out his motive. 

It was exacthy $856.64 that the state- 
ment called for, the itemized account 
giving deposits he had made with the 
paymaster, pay for the month, transpor- 
tation back to the point where he en- 
listed, and so forth. And it was failure 
to obtain this sum that prompted sul- 
cide. Wiliams had come prepared to do 
or die. Tf he was caught he was ready, 
to end his life, as the ounce bottle of 
carbolic acid haq been recently pur- 
chased and evidently with the possibility 
of discovery in view. 

Believed to Be a Soldier. 

He may or may not have been a sol- 
dier, although his general apperance and 
bearing indicated that at one time he 
had been enlisted in the army. Certain- 
ty his knowledge of the procedure of the 
paymaster’s office did, for the fifial 
statement was just as those regularly \s- 
sued. The statement is nothing other 
than a bill for services. 

Geveral attempts have been made to 
pass fraudulent orders from the 26th 
regiment on the government, and know- 
ing that such existed, the war depart- 
ment was on the lookout and had noti- 
fied eveny office that no members of the 
25th infantry were discharged in May. 
&o Mr. Hekels knew that the statement 
presenteg was a forgery a8 soon as he 
glanced at it. 

Williams had never been seen by him 
before he walked into the office yesfer-, 
day afternoon, and his identity is un- 
known. He appeared to be about 25 
years of age, and that he was very in- 
telligent could be learned from the nicety 
with which the bill which caused his 
rash act was made out. 

Mr. Eckelse was burned on the hands 
and arm while seizing the bottle of car- 
bolic acid, but the wounds are of no con- 
sequence, The arresting officer was also 
burned. The police have been notified 
tuat Williams is a criminal. 

Chief Clerk EXxckels, althovgh he had no 
evidence of Williams’ identity, believes 
that possibly he may have been involve4. 
in the Brownsville riots, No such man 
es John Williams was enlisted at Fort 


Reno, but there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the man is an ex-soldier.

Missouri Will ave Cheap Rates 
for Three Months 


MORAL VICTORY FOR STATE 


And Also a Commercial Triumph, 
Says Attorney General Hadley. 
At the End of Three Months 
Roads May Take Case 
Into Court. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 17.—The Mis- 
souri 2-cent passenger fare act will go 
into effect at 6 a. m. on Wednesday 
rext and be given a three months’ trial. 
If, at the end of that time, it is found 
to be unremunerative, its discontinu- 
ance can then” be brought into the 
courts by the railroads. ; 

The state officials are temporarily en- 
joined from enforcing the agen 
freight rate law and this case will be 
argued later in the federal court. 

Trial for Two-Cent Rate. 

Judge Smith McPherson, in the United 
States district court here this after- | 
noon, after handing down an opinion 
maintaining the court’s jurisdiction tn 
the premises, ordered the promulgation 
of the above stated facts, which had 
been agreed to by the attorneys for 
the state and the eighteen Misrouri 
rilroads involved. The court in its de- 
auggested that the @2-cent 
fare should ve first given a practical 
trial before injunction proceedings pre- 
venting its enforcement be considered. 

Attorney General Hadley said this 
afternoon regarding the 2-cent bill: 

“If at the end of three months the 
railroads want to litigate the reason- 
ableness of these rates, the question 
of the jurisdiction. of the state and 
federal courts to determine the ques- 
tion will be fought out and the state 
has lost none of its rights and advan- 
tages. 

“The injunction suits that I have 
brought against the railroad companies 
on the passenger rates in the state 
courts will stand. 

“T feel that the order made is both a 
moral and a commercial victory for 


the state.” ; 
States and the Nation. 

In rendering his decision, Judge Mo- 
Pherson said in part: 

“That the states have the right to 
manage their own local affairs will 
ever be maintained. But it is too late 
to talk about states dictating to the 
government or to riding ~down its 
course. This is a nation. Its commerce 
will not be interfered with by any 
state, because for that, almost alone, 
we adopted our constitution. The com- 
merce clause will always be upheld and 
the rights of the citizen, including cor- 
porations, will ever be protected under 
the fourteenth amendment. These 
are national questions, and the 
supreme court will hold the 
scales of justice with the evidence 
before them. I do now know, and, of 
course, do not state that the . state 
legislature has wronged these rall- 
ways. That is the case on its merits. 
But the railways say they are being 
wronged, and they must have a hear- 
ing, and a hearing on the evidence 
and that evidence carried with the 
record to the supreme court. And if 
upon the evidence they are being com- 
pelled to transact business at a Joss, 
no one need doubt that the supreme 
court will nullify the statute. If the 
rates fixed are remunerativye, th¢ 
statutes will be upheld.”’ 

"It is too late to talk about the al- 
legea wrongs of the supreme court de- 
claring statutes void. That was fought 
out one hundred years ago. 

Much te Be Considered. 

“it must be remembered that in pas- 
senger and freight carrying there is 
muoh to be considered besides rates or 
fares. Important as any, if not the most 
important, is the equality of rates; the 
treatment and charging of ail-alike. No 
rebates nor descriminations must be al- 
lowed. Safety of the public, including 
passengers and employees, must be con- 
sidered.

NUT GUILTY,” 
SAYS FORAKER 


Senator Acquits Negroes of 
“Shooting Up" Brownsville 


CITIZENS ARE DISCREDITED 


But All Evidence in Favor of the 
Negroes Is Given Free Credence. 
Foraker Says There is 
Nothing to Implicate 
the Negroes. 


Washington, June |7.—Senator Foraker, 
of Ohio, tonight gave out a written state- 
ment, summing up the testimony takep 
by the senate committeg on military 
affairs in the Brownsville inquiry, and 
declaring that it fails to show that any 
soldier took part in the affray. 

The statement which the senator says 
he makes is “‘plain duty to the truth, as 
well as to the accuseg soldiers,’’ and bde- 
cause he is ‘“‘more familiar with the testi- 
mony than anybody else,’’ is in answer 
to a published statement that the testi- 
mony conclusively showed the soldiers 
of the twenty-fifth battalion did the 
shooting. ; 

What Foraker Says. 

Mr. Foraker says: 

“The testimony given by the soldiers 
in their own behalf is not, in my opin- 
ion, shaken by the testimony given by 
the citizens of Browneville. That testi- 
mony in the first place is but a repeti- 
tion of what was first taken by the citi- 
zens’ committee and afterwards more 
elaborately retaken by Mr. Purdy. No 
important item of new evidence has been 
brought forward against the soldiers in 
this examination. Ninety per cent of 
what the citizens have testified about, 
hag relation to matters over which there 
was no controversy. The only dispute is 
as to whether the raiders were identi- 
fied as soldiers of the garrison.

This consists of 
Statements by various people that when 
they heard the firing they looked out of 
their windows and houses and dark al- 
leys where they were no lights, at dis- 
tances varying all the way from 30 feet 
up to 160 feet, and recognized the men 
who were doing the firing as negroes 
wearing the uniform of United States sol- 
diers. The officers of the battalion have 
testified generally and specifically as to 
the darkness of the night. By specifi- 
cally, I mean have given specific inci- 
dents coming within their general ex pe- 


riences that fllustrated how dary the 
night was. 


Night Too Dark to See. 


“According to this testimony, in the 
language of Major Penrose, the night 
was so dark that he could not distin- 
guish one of his officers, who were all 
white men, from one of the enlisted men, 
who were all colored, at a distance of ten 
feet, nor could he at that distance tell 
anything about how a man was dressed. 

“All these officers have testified that 
the claims of the citizens who testified 
that they saw the raiders and recognized 
them as soldiers at the distances and 
under the circumstances stated by tem 
are utterly impossible. These officers 
Gre intelligent, high-minded, honorable 
men. At one time, when the case was 
only partially investigated, they were of 
the opinion and frankly stated that their 
men were guilty, but that fact only 
strengthens their testimony as they now 
give it, that the testimony of the citi- 
zens by which they claim to identify the 
soldiers is utterly unreliable. untrust- 
worthy, and by them unbelievable. | 

“I Rave no hesitation tn saying that 
the testimony taken down to this time 
utterly fails. in my opinion, to snow 
that the soldiers, or any of them, had 
amything whatever to do with the shoot- 
ing up of rBownsvite”

Holmes Was Given One.Third of 
All the Profitse—Holmes Was a 
Secret Member of Broker.

Washington, June !7.—In Louis H. 
Van Riper, a New York broker, the 
government today introduced the first 
witness in the trial of Edwin H. 
Holmes, Jr., who has directly connect« 
ed Holmes with the premature divul- 
gence of the information in which the 
cotton crops of the agricultural de- 
partment are based. Mr. Van Riper 
was on the stand all day and the direct 
examination had not been concluded 
when the court adjourned, making it 
probable that he will monopolize the 
attention of the court tomorrow. 

He said that he had met Holmes in 
1904, through F. A. Peckham, and that 
he had agreed to give them two-thirds 
of any profits that might be derived 
through stock deals made on points 
supplied by Holmes. He then told how 
Holmes had kept his part of the egree- 
ment by giving out information a day 
in advance of the appearance of the 
official report; quoted figures to show 
the degree of accuracy of the infor- 
mation supplied and related instances 
in which Holmes had been paid money 
through Moses Haas. 
$167,000 Cleaned Up in One Deal. 

He said $167,000 had been cleaned up 
on the information secured in advance 
of the report for November, 1904. 

He also testified that Holmes had 
agreed to keep him informed of the 
plans of other cotton brokers and told 
how in the end @ regular partnership 
had been formed, in which Holmes wag 
one of five members. 

Mr. Van Riper safi that after first 
meeting Haas and Peckham in Wash- 
ington, he had seen ‘them in Chicago 
in company with Holmes and after- 
wards in St. Louis. They had consid- 
erable conversation at both places con- 
cerning operations in cotton, with the 
result that they began selling cotton 
in Noveinber and continued the process 
until the December report was issued. 
He had generally operated on the 
strength of the representations of 
Haas, who was supposed to be in fre- 
quent confidence with Holmes, and had 
indicated a very bearish condition. 

He. had dealt through a number of 
brokers in the November. transactions 
and had been successful] to the extent 
of $167,C00. Of this amount 857,006 
was divided with Haas and Peckham, 
Haas taking half and Peckham 4 
fourth of the amount. Part of Haas’ ‘ 
shares was paid In cash.

THAT HAVE NO PLANT FOOD 


The Alabama Fertilizer Commission 
Will Recommend a Law to 
This End—Also an Anti. 

Trust Biil. 


Montgomery, Ala., June !7.—The fer- 
tilizer and seed oil investigation com- 
mission will recommend an anti-trust 
bill and a law prohibiting the use of 
‘fillers’ in guano that have no plant 
food and report that while it seems to 
be an understanding between the fer- 
tilizer makere that results in the con- 
trol of prices s6 far as the committee 
can say, no combination has been dis- 
covered, 

There is no evidence of a combination 
of the cotton seed oil men save in an 
agreement that seems to have been tried 
with: but poor success to parcel the seed 
territory. The secret organization among 
the seed crushers known as “Sons of 
Plato’’ is regafded with suspicion, as it 
does its work behind closed doors and 
initiation fees are paid by the com- 
panies. It was found that the Virginia- 
Carolina Company sends out price lists 
to the other makers and that these 
are the general prices of the state, 
There is an association known as the 
Gouthern Fertilizer Company, which 
geems to influence prices, though there 
is no evidence of combination. 

It is shown that ‘‘fillers’’ used in 8-2-2 
goods are made of coal dust, graphite, 
dirt and pyrites 
valueless as plant food and do not help 
the soil.

North Georgia Electric Company 
Heard From, 


LIGHT CONTRACT IS ADOPTED 


Council Has Many Matters to Dis- 
pose Of, and After Being in Ses- 
sion Nearly Four Hours Ad. 
journed to Meet Next 
Monday. 


The petition of the North Georgis 
Electric Company, asking for extension 
of time, until June 26, i908, in which 
to furnish light and power in the city, 
was discussed by council yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

The electric light committee 
favorably on the petition. 

Councilman Terrell said that 
tric company was getting its conduits 
laid by the Atlanta Telephone and Tel- 
egraph Company, which claimed a perpe- 
tual franchise. He introduced a resolu- 
tion requiring that company to agree to 


a thirty-year limit. The resolution was 
voted down. 


Alderman Quillian said he believed. 
there ought to be an ordinance prohibit- 
ing the opening of streets by any cor- 


poration,that claimed a perpetual char- 
ter, 


Councilman Martin said he had al- 
ways been and would always be oppos- 
ed to perpetual franchises. 

Alderman Key said he was pleased 
that the subject of perpetual fran- 
chises was up. He introduced an ordi- 
nance prohibiting the Jaying of under- 
ground wires unless a duct was given 
to the city. 

The whole matter was referred back to 
the committees to report at the ad- 
journed session of council next Mon- 
day. The Key ordinance was prefer- 
red to the committees, which will 
meet Wednesday at 3 p. m. 

Attorney H. H. Dean. of Gainesville, 
who represented the North Georgia 
Electric Company, stated to council 
that the Atlanta Telephone Company 
had agreed to lay a separate conduit 
for electric light wires and had failed. 
He did not think the company was 
able to do the work. 

A committee from the Brotherhood of 
American Carmen appeared b€tore coun- 
cil and asked that efforts be made by 
the city to secure the next biennial con- 
vention of the brotherhood in 1909.

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Author of Bill to Disregard Fifteenth Amendment, 
Which Was Passed by Florida Senate, Talks 
of His Measure.

Senator Beard is the author of the dis- 
franchisement bill proposed in the 
Florida legislature, and passed by the 
Florida senate by the vote of 23 to) 
5, directly disfranchising the negro, 
as a negro, on the basis that the fif- 
teenth amendment to the federal’ con- 
stitution had never been constitutional- 
ly proposed or adopted. 

Immediately upon the introduction of | 
the resolution, Senator Beard sprang 
into the limelight. In many quarters 
in the north his measure was subject- | 
ed to harsh criticism on the ground of | 
“nullification,” predicting dire calam- | 
ity to Florida should it be ratified. In |
